'Gabriel's Search' Reveals Pioneer 


Life in Michigan 


Latest contribution to fiction's gal- 


lery of early Americana is 
"Gab- 


riel's Search" by Delia T. Lutes (Lit- 
tle, Brown: $2.50), the story of pio- 
neer life in tiie Michigan of 1830. 


All of Miss Lutes' settings are un- 


doubtedly faithful to the period with 
which she deals. Perhaps too much so. 
If there is any major fault with the 
story, it is that sometimes her re- 
r.earch seems to protrude too badly 
from the story proper. 


The novel is largely the story of 


Gabriel Reed, youthful emigrant from 
New York Slate, who comes out into 
the new west to find a new life, and, 
if possible, a new faith. The hard- 
ships of his youth, under the in- 
fluence of a hyprocritieal and un- 
scrupulous uncle, have embittered him 
toward the established religious sects.

Singing is the essence of: praise', an'd

Here in the lesson th'e Psalmist .'calls

Italians Strike at British 


ROME — (/Pi— Italian airmen struck 


back at Britain, the high command an- 
nounced Friday, with the raking fire 
of air raids on her "lifeline" from 
the central Mediterranean to the In- 
dian Ocean. 


In an apparent retaliation for Brit- 


ish bombardments of the Dodecanese 
Islands the high command reported 
dive bombing attacks which "virtual- 
ly destroyed" the fortress of Dell Mura 
at Malta, four steamers were dam- 
aged in attacks on convoys in the 
Mediterranean, and the Red Sea and 
gasoline depots were fired in an at- 
tack on the Suez and the bombing of 
ships in the harbor of Aden.

President May Seize Plant 


These broad powers come largely 


from -title 50, section 80 of the Unit- 


ed States co^e. It provides thftt "In & 
time of war or when war is Im- 
minent" the President, acting through 
the hend of any government depart- 
fncnt, may place on order for any 
sort of defense material With any per- 
son, firm, association or corporation, .- 
subject only to the limitation that the v- 
material ordered must be of a sort 
which the firm in question ordinarily 
produces or Is capable of produc- 
ing. 


Compliance with such an order, la 


obligatory, nnd the order must take £ 
precedence over nny other order on 
the firm's books. If the firm refuses 
to fill the order, or refuses to fill 
it at a price which the secretary of 
war considers reasonable, the. Presi' 
dent may take immediate possession 
of the plnnl and, through the army C 
ordnnncc department, manufacture the 
necessary goods.

Fine of $50,000 Permitted 


The Russell-Overton 
amendment

Three months ngo congress gave 


practically all the powers granted by 
the Russell-Overton amendment to the 
secretary of the navy, as far as ord- 
ers for naval material are concerned, 
Section 8, subsection B, of House Bill f 
9822, which became Inw on June 2, 
says that the secretary, "whenever 
he deems any existing manufacturing 
plnnl or facility necessary for the 
national defense ,and whenever he'is 
unnblc to arrive at an agreement with 
the owner of any such plant or facility 
C 


for its use or operation," may tnkc 
the plant and operate it directly. Fix- 
ing of compensation to the owner is 
left up to the secretary.

The 
Senate killed the repealer, however, on 
the ground that the authority, was in 
line with the powers in the Russell- 
Overton amendment.
